The  arfpiments  put  forward  for  this 
facility  arc  vrrv  ^frniiR.  In  ronnection 
^ith  hydrographic  work  it  is  pointed 
out  that  the  present  ocean  traffic  into 
the  sounds  on  the  ^'est  Coast  of 
Vancouver  Island  is  restricted  because 
pf  ufisurveyed  enjranccs,  and,  there- 
fore, hidden  reefs  and  rocks.  It  is  also 
shown  that  the  existing  charts  of  the 
West  Coast  from  Sooke  Harbor  to 
Estevan  l,ighlhouse,  wliicli  ''h  route 
followed  by  Lhe  Chiua  aud  mail 
ships».  ure  ;B«rc^y  exploration  and  pre- 
liminary surveys  and  that  there  l<as 
been  no  search  or  sweeping  for  hidden 
reefs  or  pinnacles.  It  is  noted,  too, 
that  th^re  have  been  no  modern  sur- 
veys from  Race  Rocks  westwards  and 
as  far  north  as  Cape  Scott,  except  in 
portions  of  Quatsino  .Sound  and  over 
a  few  odd  stretehes  surveyed  by  the 
Ettrta.  Also  it  appears  that  detailed 
s\jrveys  are  now  more  than  forty  years 
overdue  for  the  stretch  of  coast  ex- 
tending from  Pert  Renfrew  in  a  north- 
westerly direction  to  Amphitritc  Point

lifi  saving.  It  is  aho  noted  that  the 
great  skill  as  boatmen  and  surfmen 
required  of  the  crew  of  «  tifewwviag 
vessel  applies  with  equal  fnrce  to  the 
crew  required  for  hydrographic  survey 
work.

His 
statements  and  his  denials  of  what  he 
is  reported  to  have  said  are  dissemi' 
nated  to  the  public  In  ahotit  equal 
\oluinc.  Wc  know  of  no  ptiblic  man 
who  IS  less  misrepresented,  and  yet 
there  is  no  man  in  office  who  appears 
In  t.iUr  siidi  a  delight  iiadicting 
what  the  press  .alleges  he  ,^a«  uttered. 
Premi^  Oliver'  has  been  described 
more  than  once  as  a  casuist  Certain  it 
is  that  very  often  he  difTeret>tiates 
between  the  value  of  the  spoken  word 
and  that  word  when  it  is  set  down  in 
cold  print.  This  practice  places  news- 
papers under  a  handicap  In  reporting 
hi»  utterances 

Mr.  Oliver  should  be  willing  to  take 
advice  that  if  followed  would  enhance 
his  reputation  with  the  press.  The 
advice  is  that  when  he  wants  publicity 
he  should  issue  written  statements  over 
his  own  signature.  That  would  at 
least  have  the  good  effect  of  protecting 
the  reputation  of  newspapermen  for 
accuracy,  a  reputation  that  there  is  an 
effort  to  hrsinirrh  through  the  sill  frit 
of  denials  issued  by  the  Premier  of 
this  Province  in  relation  to  interviews 
which  he  gives  to  the  press.  That  is 
the  only  point  with  which  we  are 
concerned,  and  legitimately  so.  for 
public  men  in  some  instances  appear 
to  think  that  the  reputation  of  iiewii- 
papermen  for  accuracy  is  a  mere  detail 

and  unworthx  nf  notice  wdien  it  is  a 
CISC  of  trimming  their  own  sails  to 
the  winds  of  political  opinion.

Notable  Anniversaries 

Itev.  CTiarleK  KinKsip\.  th.>  not<»d 
clergyman.  soelnl  reformer  and 
novelist,  was  bom  at  Holne  Vicarage, 
I>artmeor.  Devonahire,  June  IS,  lilt. 
His  early  days  were  spent  at  Barnaek, 
in  the  Fen  Country,  and  at.Clovelty  In 
North  Devon.'  the  scenery  of  these 
tuii  places  makini;  a  Htronsr  fnipren- 
sion  on  tiin  mind,  whlrh  wan  nftrr- 
wards  rnflected  In  vl\ld  dewr ri pt lon.s. 
After  a  course  at  Maprdiileno  follepe. 
Cambridge,  he  became  nuocesaiveiy 
curate  and  rector  at  Bversley,  Mamp- 
ahlre,  where  he  lived  for  pntetteelly 
the  remainder  of  hie  life.  For  some 
nine  years  he  was  profeeaor  of 
modern  history  at  PambrldKc.  .md  at 
dlPfereni  flnicn  waa  a  i-anon  at 
("hcstrr  and  at  WeBtmlnafer  He  died 
lit  DMTsley  on  J:inii.ir.\  2.1.  1875. 
Klngsley  had  atrong  sympathy  for  the 
working  claaa,  which  was  displayed 
in  his  earlier  novels,  "Alton  Loeke," 
"Teast"  and  "Two  Tears  Ago."  These 
bnnka  had  oenalderable  influence  on 
the  public  mind,  and  helped  to  Kive 
their  .-luthor  the  reputation  of  ., 
riidical  In  social  affaire.  This  whh 
helsbtened  by  his  strong  support  of 
the  Christian  Socialism  movement,  of 
whieh  Frederick  Denlaon  Maurice 
was  t>e>  leader.  BiM  though  s>Tn- 
pathialng  with  ^the  workers  and  the' 
poor.  Klngsley  was  firmly  oppo.sed  to 
e«tremes  of  agitation.  KinKmleyn 
fnnii-  nn  a  novelist  re.if.M  i  hirfly  on  two 
brinks,  whirh  arc  kIIII  stropR  favorites 
with  re.id'"^-'  of  tl.iion,  ii.Hmely, 
•  Weetwarrl  HoV  and  "•Hypatla."  lie 
was  also  the  author  of  some  lyrtca 
which  made  a  eueodmful  appeal  to  the 
public  tSBte.
